TEACHERS’ BILL-OPPOSED. 


Board of Education Against Change 
in Filling High Places. 


The Merit. Bill; now pending. in the 
State Legislature and supported by 


many civic and teachers’ organiza- 
tions, was disapproved yesterday 
afternoon by the Board of Education 
on the recommendation of Commis-

LONDON, March 43.—The ‘'share- 
holders of the British General Elec- 
tric Company, Ltd., decided today 
to shut out Ameriéaih money from 
their. corporation by restricting the 
new issue of 1,600,000 shares of 
£1 each to persons of British na- 
tionality. 

In face of the protests of individual 
shareholders and of the collective 
protest from American owners, it 
was decided to deprive Americans of 
the right to subscribe for the new 
shares, which are being. offered to 
British investors. at. 42. shillings—20 
shillings below the market price be- 
fore the issue was announced. 

“It is crooked,’ “It is not. playing 
the game,”’ “It is not a British act,” 
“It? will affect: England’s financial 
prestige throughout the world,” ‘‘You 
are «robbing your shareholders,”’ 
were some of the protests hurled at 
the:directors; while Sir Hugo Hirst, 
the chairman, fidgetted in his chair, 

Fuel was added to the flames by 
an overnight drop in the shares on 
the Stock Exchange. When the 
proposition came to a vote, however, 
it was carried with only ten dissen- 
tients. 


Flood of American Selling Expected. 


Inasmuch .as Americans hold. :1,- 
500,000 shares as against 800,000 
owned here, the question arises as 
to the effect of today’s action on 
American investments in other Eng- 
lish . securities. Altogether some 
hundreds of millions. of dollars of 
American capital are invested in 
English businesses. . Some of..these 
firms, including the General Electric, 
decided months ago to protect their 
control by depriving foreign share- 
holders..of voting rights. 

The. General Electric has now car-. 
ried the matter to the dimit and it 
is ‘believed that othersiigiish com- 
panies may follow suit to prevent a 
preponderant share of their stock be- 
ing owned across the Atiantic.” The

Spitsbergen, where coal is 
mined, is néarer;the North Pole than 
the Bay.of Whales is to the South 
Pole,. although Spitsbergen is easily 
accessible for several months of the 
year, due. to. the Gulf Stream and 
the: proximity of Norway, only 500 
miles’ away. 


. Mines.,Could Be Worked. 


Antarctica is cut off from the 
world by. a raging -ocean and a belt 
of.ice through which ships:may pass 
only about two months ‘of ‘the year, 
and. then. with difficulty. But 
granted: that a cargo sutficiently 
valuable could be assured, there is 
no reason why ‘it should not be ob- 
tained, .as. men .could live here and 
work under:proper protection.

us in ‘touch with Commander Byrd 
and connect our work with his.

‘‘For,many years polar explorers 
and others who have ‘gone into these 
out-of-the-way places have had diffi- 
culty in explaining even to their sup- 
porters what. they wanted to do. 
They have gone out for adventure. 
But we today can point to some defi- 
nite economic advantage as a result 
of our explorations. e believe that 
we can, after doing our geographical 
work, establish stations in the Ant- 
arctic for the investigation of me- 
ceorological. conditions and forecast 
seasonal conditions so. that it will 
really enable us to control the price 
of beef and clothing and overcoats 
and everything that the average in- 
dividual requires. 

“By gaining a knowledge of condi- 
tions in the: Antarctic we can fore- 
cast conditions not only in the South- 
ern Hemisphere, but in a great meas- 
ure in the Northern Hemisphere. We 
expect to be able to forecast condi- 
tions in the .Northern Hemisphere 
through the efforts of the Aero-Arc- 
tic Society in Berlin, which will next 
year send out the Graf Zeppelin, 
which flew. over New York City not 
so long ago, to establish stations in 
the Arctic, some of those stations 
in the area which we were able to 
discover, from Point Barrow to 
Spitzbergen last year. 

“The real purpose of our work this 
year in the. Antarctic was to map 
the unknown coast of the Antarctic 
with. the hope of locating a station 


where we . will maintain one. of)! 


twelve meteorological points of ob- 
servation, and from those points of 
observation we expect to gather in- 
formation, not this year or next 
year, perhaps, but during the next 
ten or fifteen years, which will en- 
able us to forecast seasonal condi- 
tions with . accuracy. 


Praises Lieutenant Eielson. 


“Meteorologists have told me that 
they can’assure us of at least a 50 
per cent increase in the value of 
meteorological forecasting if we can 
establish these stations. So you can 
well understand that we are very 


anxious to carry out this work. 

“Throughout my whole experience 
with airplanes it has been extremely 
pleasant to:‘have with me an Amer- 
ican, one of my. best friends, and I 
think the finest pilot that I could 
find anywhere in the world, even in 
the United States or any other part 
of. the world. I refer to Lieu- 
tenant Car] Ben Hielson. Part of our 
success is due, I assure you, to the 
courage and skill of Lieutenant Carl 
Ben LEielson.

SUBMARINE FLEET’ 
HEADS FOR SAN DIEGO

KELLOGG IS PREPARING 
ARMS PLAN\FOR GIBSON 


Naval Parley Queitions at April 
Meeting Envoy Will Attend Must 
Be Referred to Chief

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Secre- 
tary Kellogg made clear today that 
any questions which may ‘arise con- 
cerning another naval limitation. con- 
ference during the sessions of the 
League.of Nations Preparatory Dis- 
armament Commission at Geneva 
next month will be referred by the 
American delegation to Washington 
for action. 

Reports that conversations Had 
recently taken place among  Wash- 
ington, Paris and London looking to 
another naval conference, possibly 
in June, were net understood here. 
Mr. Kellogg said there had been no 
conversations .or communications, 
even of an informal ‘character, in 
this direction, so far as the American 
Government knew. 

The attitude of the Hoover Admin- 
istration, like that of Mr: Coolidge, 
is a receptive. one on this point, but 
there is every indication that if a 
move is to be made for another naval 
limitation conference, it-must come 
from Great Britain or France 
rather than from the United States. 

At the same time, officials are con- 
fident that some way can be found 
out of the impasse, and. they. reit- 
erated today that the United. States 
would consider willingly and with an 
open mind any proposition looking to 
an international naval understand- 
ine. 

Hugh $8. Gibson, Ambassador to 
Belgium, who has headed the Amer- 
ican delegations to limitation con- 
ferences at Geneva in the past, is 
expectedto resume that réle before 
the Preparatory Commission at 
Geneva on April 15.

Last. Gift, to University. —

ATLANTA, March 13.—Following 
the death of Asa G, Candler, Atlanta. 
philanthropist and civic leader, 
whose fortune was founded on the 
manufacture of: coca-cola, it was 
learned today that five years before 
his death he gave $2,000,000 to Emory 
University. This made his total gifts 

to that college $7,000,000. 

Mr, Candler’s benefactions to Em- 
ory University in Atlanta started 
when the Methodists lost Vanderbilt 


by ‘court decision and decided to 
build a college of their own. He 
offered. to give $1,000,000 if the insti- 
ution’ was established in Atlanta, 
and the gift was accepted. 

At one’ time Mr. Candler was re- 
ported worth about $30,000,000. He 
divided. this among his children, 
keeping about $5,000,000 for himself, 
out of which he.made his last con- 
tribution to Emory.

HAMBURG, March 13.—The free 
port of Hamburg in the last year has 
outstripped both Rotterdam and Ant- 
wérp in skip tonnage and it has also 
slipped just ahead of the Port of 
London Authority. Thus today it is 
second only to New York among 
world seaports; 

The figures just ‘fesued tell a 
' graphic story of how in ten years 
Hamburg has advanced from almost 
nothing—so completely was it elimi- 
nated by the peace terms—until now 
it Is nearly 50 per. cent gréater than 
in its banner year before the. war, 
when also, for a brief period, it 
ranked second, being aneaa of 
London... 

The statistics. which have just been | $5 
forwarded to Washington by James 
Seott, the United States Trade Com- 
missioner, are those of the net s- 
tered tonna: one of incoming foreign 
traffic, which is the basis on which 
comparisons have always been made. 

figures do not include coastal 
domestic traffic. 

For the ear 1928, the figures show, 
the total iburg tonnage reached 
21,448,000 a: ndon’s 21,313,000 
—that is 135,000 tons ahead. The 
first figures, available a fortnight 
ag0, gave Hamburg 21,292,000 tons, 

21,000 tons behind the. British 
port, but the revised figures are now 
accepted as correct. 

Antwerp Total Decreases. 

The highest pre-war total was 
reached in 1913 with 14,000,000 tons, 
which was again equalled in 1925. 

The Rotterdam total for 1928 was 
90,450,000 tons and that for Antwerp 
190,055,000 tons. 

Hamburg gained 9% per cent in a 
single year. Only ten years ago the 
annual tonnage was 1,448,000. <A 
year ago Hamburg and Antwerp were 
racing neck and neck, both of them 
being 1,250,000 tons below Rotter- 
dam. But this year against Ham- 
burg’s gain Antwerp had a loss of 
88,000 tons, while Rotterdam dropped 
nearly 800,000 tons. 

The number of ships entering 
Hamburg port in 1928 was 17,268, a 
gain of 677 over the previous ear. 
The corresponding Antwerp total was 
down 85 and that for Rotterdam was 
down 864, compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

Although New York still keeps the 
first place, with a total for last year 
of 29,000,000 tons, an increase of 
wt od 5 000, 000 tons over the preced- 
ing year, the problem of a greater 
Hamburg now seems’ to have been 
solved in‘such a way as to insure a 
firm hold on Pes second place.

In conferences during the past two

5,000 Younger Members of Force 
March May 18—Commissioner 
Replies to Judge Coleman. 


Police Commissioner Whalen re- 
vived yesterday the annual Police 
Parade, which ‘has been defunct 
since former Commissioner George 


V. McLaughlin abolished it as a need- 
less waste of time and money and a 
hardship on the policemen. Mr. 
Whalen’s predecessor, Joseph A. 
Warren held the same view. 

The Commissioner announced that 
5,000 younger members of the depart- 
ment would march Saturday, May 18, 
and said that preparatory drills 
would start within the next ten days 
at the various armories under 2 
supervision of Inspector John J.

DEVICE DETECTS RADIUM. 


Loudspeaker Enables Persons to 
Hear Activity in - Bone. 


With a sound as of distant, inter- 
mittent rifle fire, there was demon- 
strated over a radio loud-speaker 
last night a new method of determin- 
ing the presence of radium in cases 
of death by the introduction of ra- 
dium into the system. Dr. A. O. Get- 
tler, _s toxicologist and a member 
of the faculty of New York Univer- 
sity, and Dr. Ralph H. Muller, also 
of. New. York. University, presented 





York University Chapter of Sigma 
Xi, the scientific honorary society, 
at Bellevue Medical College, 

Dr. Gettler testified some time ago 
in the cases of the young women 
workers in a New ae plant who 
had been painting luminous watch 
dials and became ill from absorption 
ot the radio-active paint. 

The loud-speaker was attached to 
an apparatus known as the Geiger 
counter. Close to the end of a tube 
extending from this apparatus, devel- 
oped for determining the impact of 
radium’s constantly emanated Alpha 
and Beta particles, was held a bone. 
Amplified a millionfold there came 
forth a noise like gunfire. This 
sound, it was explained, would di- 
minish. by half in 1,700 Fears. by half 
of the remaider when the same cycle 
had passed again and so on to in- 
finity, never to diminish completely, 
though getting less and less, even 
when the. bone had disintegrated and 
the radium .was free in its dust.

But Two Armored Cars Are Attached 
and Two Flats Are Pushed 
Ahead to Test Ralls. 





AGUASCALIENTES, Mexico 
(aboard troop train en route to Calles 
headquarters), March 13 ().—The 
movement of troops toward Rio 
Grande, in the State of Zacatecas, 
where General Calles is marshaling 
his forces for an assault on the 
rebels’ stronghold at Torreon, con- 
tinued unabated today. Aguascali- 
entes has been used as a preliminary 
concentration point and there is 
great activity in this city. 

Regular passenger trains from Mex- 
ico City operate as far as the city of 
Zacatecas, capital of the State of 
that name and three hours north of 
here by rail. From then Non north 
only troop trains are running, except 
for a single caboose hitched to a 
locomotive, which carries a few civil- 
ian passengers who have business as 
far north as Canitas, the town in 
which General Calles had his head- 
quarters until a few days , when 
he moved up to his present location. 

The first group of American war 
correspondents and cameramen to 
oin the Federal forces at the front- 
eft Mexico City last night.. They 
reached Irapuato,.in the State of 
Guanajuato, an important junction 
point, at 3 A. M. today. There they 
transferred to a train for Aguascali- 
entes, arriving here at noon. From 
this point on the party will proceed 
to the Calles headquarters on troop 
trains. 

The train to Aguascalientes car- 
ried two flat cars, which were pushed 
ahead of the locomotive, so that if 
the track were destroyed or mined 
these flats would be first derailed 
or blown up and would perhaps give 
the engineer time to halt the train. 
Two armored cars loaded with sol- 
diers were also attached to the train, 
one being just behind the engine 
and the other at the rear. 

At the station of Loma, in the 
State of Jalisco, a scout locomo- 
tive was sent ahead of the train; 
preceding it by about a mile through 
what was considered the most dan- 
gerous part of the trip. The road 
cut through a corner of Jalisco, 
which is the State where most of 
the bandit outrages have occurred 
in recent years. 

The road also ran through a part 
of the State of Guanajuato, near 
the place where J. M. Underwood 
and C. C. Aiesthorpe, American min- 
ing men, were kidnapped and slain 
on Feb. 22.” The only signs of even 
possible hostilities that were observed 
on the trip from Mexico City, how- 
ever, were the sentinels on block- 
houses. and precautions for the 
safety of the train. 

Otherwise it was a peaceful coun- 
tryside through which the train 
moved. At every stop Indians 
wrapped in bright blankets and 
crowned with huge straw sombreros 
bore down upon the train to sell 
strawberries, pastries and hot coffee. 

The correspondents had for travel- 
ing companions General Enrique C. 
Osbornio, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Federal Medical Corps, and two of 
his staff officers. A few other Fed- 
eral officers were also on the train. 

Rio Grande, the Calles headquar- 
ters and destination of the party, is 
a small town situated near the rail- 
road and is a strategic point for 
directing operations against Torreon. 
The Surgeon General and the news- 
paper men expect to arrive there 
early tomorrow.

e President appeared to be in 
perfect health. He showed no sign 
of worry over the troubles of his 
administration.

An official statement this afternoon 
by President Portes Gil from Chapul- 
tepec Palace declares that the defec- 
tion of General Agustino Olachea, 
who rejoined ‘the Federal colors yes- 
terday with 1,200 men, is everywhere 
reflected in the rebel ranks in So- 
nora. The rebel forces there are said 
to be badly demoralized, with the 
situation becoming graver hourly, 
causing the rebel leaders to seize 
money from banks in the hope of 
getting it to the American side of 
the border before the arrival of the 
Federals. 

Not only banks but revenue offices 
are being looted, according to the 
Sa The government is tak- 
ng steps to attach all such deposits 
in banks in Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona and California. 

The fall of Cananea, one of the 
principal mining centres of the Re- 
public, is only a question of a few 
days, it is declared at the presi- 
dental palace. 

In the meantime, General Calles 
has set up Federal headquarters at 
Rio Grande, State of Durango, and 
ordered units used in quelling the 
outbreak in Vera Cruz transferred 
to oe, in Guanajuato, an im- 
og ay junction of rail lines operat- 
hg between Mexico City and Guada- 
lajara, the purpose of the transfer 
being to combat alleged Catholic 
rebels who are reported active in 
that section. This has been the only 
indication so far that Catholics any- 
where have been active as such in 
the rebellion. . 


Backbone Declared Broken. 


The official communiques say the 
government is convinced that the 
backbone of the rebellion is broken 
and that troops now mobilized and 
concentrated at strategic points are 
ample to crush the insurrection ef- 
fectively and permanently. 

Today’s statement indicates the 
view of the government that the 
most important activities at present 
are in the region of the United 
States border, mainly in Sonora, 
where rebel leaders are expected to 
cross if refuge in the United States 
becomes their last hope of escaping 
the fate of Generals Aguirre, Lopez 
and other insurrecto leaders so far 
captured, who were court-martialed 
and executed. 

Referring to the defection at Naco, 
the official statement reaffirms that 
this blow was very heavy to the rebel 
cause and that the capture of Agua 
Prieta by loyal forces, which is ex- 
pected at any time, would completely 
isolate Chihuahua as far as the co- 
operation of rebels in Sonora is con- 
cerned. 

In the meantime the final clean-up 
of Durango is under way and that 
State is expected by the government 
to be completely cleared of rebels 
before the end of the week. 

In an effort to bolster up the rebel 
cause, according to information 
which has reached President Portes 
Gil within the last twenty-four 
hours, Governor Topete and Gener- 
als Manzo and Cruz in Sonora had 
gotten into telephone communication 
with General Jaime Carillo, com- 
manding the Federals at Mazatlan, 
seeking to influence General] Carillo 
join the rebel forces. General 
Carillo refused and reported the mat- 
ter to the President. This, in the 
view of the government, is further 
evidence of the desperate position of 
the rebel leaders in the West. 


Rebels Claim Ocean Ports. 


Governor Topete and the others 
told General Carillo that all Mexican 
ports on both oceans were held by 
the rebels except Mazatlan and 
Acapulco.

DISREGARDING. MR. HOOVER. 


In his inaugural address President 
Hoover urged that two things 
should immediately be done to help 
enforce the Eighteenth Amendment. 
They were irrespective of any find- 
ings or recommendations that his 
crime commission might bring in. 
One was that good citizens should 
“refuse participation in all transac- 
tions with illegal liquor.” This 
sounds like an echo of the appeals 
which Mr. Hoover used to make 
when he was Food Administrator. 
He urged patriotic Americans to 
leave off eating bacon for breakfast, 
and leave it off they did. But’that 
was in the war, when a great na- 
tional emergency had to be met 
and the people were willing to make 
any sacrifice. It is clear that they 
do not regard the troubles which 
have come out of prohibition in any 
such light. So far, at any rate, there 
is no substantial evidence that great 
numbers of American citizens have 
changed their “drinking habits out of 
regard for Mr. HOOVER. 

His other appeal was for stiffen- 
ing the efforts of the separate States 
to enforce the Volstead act. Mr. 
Hoover found one of the reasons for 
the ill success of prohibition in the 
fact that there had been “ failure of 
“some States to accept their share 
“of responsibility for concurrent en- 
“ forcement,” as well as “ failure of 
“many State and local officials to 
“accept the obligation under their 
“oath of office zealously to enforce 
“the laws.” To date, there have 
been two responses to this plea. One 
was by the Legislature of‘ the Re- 
publican State of Wisconsin, which 
voted to submit to a referendum a 
bill calling for the entire repeal of 
the State enforcement act. The 
other was made yesterday at Albany. 
The proposal to revive the New 
York State enforcement act was 
virtually killed by sending it to the 
Committee on Rules, and the signifi- 
cant-thing was that fifteen Repub- 
lican members of the Assembly 
joined the Democrats in refusing to 
accept President HOOVER’s leadership 
in the matter of prohibition. 

These are but surface indications 
of the trend of public sentiment and 
of party insubordination, but they 
are significant. One up-State Re- 
publican authority has publicly de- 
clared that it should be enough for 
his party to know that President 
HOOVER, wants a thing. The only 
thing left is to give it to him. But 
that does not hold in the case of 
State enforcement.

THE, ‘POLICY BEHIND NAVIES, 


It seemed impossible to say any- 
‘new’ about the troubled rela- 

tions of thé United’ States and Eng- 
land in regard to sea power, but in 
the April number of Foreign Affairs, 
published today, Mr. JOHN W. Davis 
has said it: He clears the ground 
by showing that, except for this one 
question, there is not a single cause 
of friction between the two coun- 
tries today. All the old disputes are 
settled and got rid of, But there re- 
mains, Mr. Davis admits, a sharp 
difference of view about the rights 
of neutral ships in time of war. 
Neither Great Britain nor America

this effect.” Five nations voted to 
reject this' proposal and one of them 
was the United States.'. This .was 
in spite of the fact that. the British 
offer was in line with the conten- 
tions of Secrétary Marcy which led 
him to reject the Declaration of 
Paris in 1856. Our representatives 
at The Hague bluntly answered that 
America had learned a good deal 

about sea power since that time. 
The. great merit of Mr. Davis's 
article is that it goes behind. techni- 
cal differences and touches the core 


_of things about. which England and 


the United States are in full agree- 
ment... There. is little hope in the 
Plans: to “recodify” international 
law. The moment you drew up’ a 
list of contraband of. war; as was 
done in London before the great 
war, it would be exposed to be shot 


full of holes, as was the London. 


proposal, at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. Nor is there.much chance of 
settlement by referring the question 
of naval equivalents to boards of ex- 
perts. As-Mr. DAVIS says: “ Efforts 
“by strategists and technicians to 
“translate naval parity into terms 
“of guns and vessels may be ex- 
“pected to end where they have 
“ ended before,” The prime need is 
of mutual consent to a policy which 
will not break down under the stress 
of war and which will decide what 
purposes the navies are — to 
serve. 

Mr. Davis sees the germ of such 
a policy in the principle set up for 
the area of the Pacific by the Four- 
Power Treaty of 1921. This was the 
promise of a “ joint conference for 
consideration and adjustment,’ - in 
case of a violation of the treaty or 
a threat to disregard it. Some such 
“ follow-up” should be possible for 
the Kellogg-Briand pact. If both 
the United States and Great Britain 
should frankly declare that they are 
ready to live up to the ideal of that 
peace treaty, and to accept its im- 
plicit responsibilities, the possibility 
of a collision between the navies of 
the two nations would vanish. The 
old predominant conception of pro- 
viding “ national security against all 
comers” has, in Mr, DAVIS’s weighty 
opinion, given way to the controlling 
idea today, which is ‘ world-wide 
peace against all disturbers.” 

Whether agreement on such a 
policy is now attainable one would 
hesitate to say. But there need be 
no hesitation in affirming that it 
is policy which dictates armament 
and guides international conferences. 
Make the policy right and its 
accompanying results will also be 
right. 


“JOE” AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

“I haven’t seen ‘Jon’ yet,” said 
Senator SMooT rather apprehensive- 
ly after conferring with Mr. Hoover 
and declaring against general revi- 
sion of the tariff. Since then, the 
Hon. JOSEPH R. GRUNDY, so long 
“angel” of the Republican Party, 
President of the Pennsylvania Manu- 
facturers’ Association and a mighty 
man of valor in many leagues and 
associations for screwing up the 
tariff, has been much seen and heard 
in Washington. .The House Ways 
and Means Committee has been only 
too much favored with ‘his views. 
He is a powerful personage. Organ- 
ized labor adopts his theory of the 
tariff. Since the Western producers 
have been crying to be put on a 
parity with the manufaoturers, the 
high priests of the all-highest tariff 
have fallen back on “ American 
valuation.” 

That means an embargo on im- 
ports. Ad valorem rates so fixed 
shut out foreign competition. On 
Tuesday Mr. HOOVER had the hap- 
piness of hearing Mr. GRUNDY emit 
his plea for jacking up the good ol¢ 
tariff all along the line—unlimited 
revision. He cannot have convinced 
Mr. HoovER, whose position is that 
of Speaker LONGWORTH, or Repre- 
sentative TILSON. They informally 
Squelched the ‘“ American valua- 
tion”’ plan Saturday and are ex- 
pected to do so formally next Sat- 
urday. It is reported that Mr. 
GRUNDY bows to the rod. There is 
no hope for him in the House any- 
way; and not much in the Senate. 

If Senator REED may be relied on 
to stick to the true faith, the fear 
of trying to do too much and of 
disturbing business, an unwilling- 
ness to quarrel with the Administra- 
tion so eagerly must oblige the 
wiser heads to a policy of modera- 
tion. Tariff-making is a mighty 
ticklish business. For a time it 
seemed that nothing was too good 
for the farmers; but Mr. HOOVER 
must. have observed the natural 
Canadian anxieties and intimations 
of reprisal, if farm. relief through 
the tariff is carried to extreme 
limits. The Canadian Minister of Fi- 
nance has said in polite generalities 








that alterations of the Canadian’ 


tariff will be made after due consid- 
eration of “the possible effects of 
“ changes being proposed in the tar- 
“ iffg of other countries, should these 
“be implemented by legislation.” 
The Montreal Herald, after men- 
tioning the decline of Canadian farm 
exports to the United States, caused 
by the last American lifting of rates, 
complains that: soon the American 
farmers will try to exclude what is 
left of those exports. It is well to

sion of our tariff may be only an 
ironical. compliment ;in..the form of 
imitation. We merely wish to note 
how serious and widespread the re- 
sults of skyscraping protection may 
be abroad as well as at home. The 
discomfiture of Mr. GRUNDY, if he is 
discomfited, is to some extent testi- 
mony that ‘tariff moderation is still 
possible. When one remembers, how- 
ever, that high protection is essen- 
tially a Republican religious dogma, 
one has doubts. 


COMMERCIAL SCOUTS. 


European observers are naturally 
inclined to read ulterior motives into 
the meeting of the ‘American Com- 
mercial Attachés in Vienna, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. JULIUS 
KLEIN of the Department of Com- 
merce. They see in it evidence of a 
new “drive” on the part of Ameri- 
can business. In reality, it is more 
interesting as a sample of the effec- 
tive organization of the Department 
of Commerce. 

The Department of Commerce has 
never taken the place in American 
business activities that the Board of 
Trade has in helping »push British 
overseas activities.. Yet our com- 
mercial attachés have been justly 
noted for their excellent informa- 
tion service. It was owing largely 
to Mr. Hoover’s efforts that high- 
class men were chosen and sent into 
the field to supplement the study of 
foreign trade opportunities. which 
was an incidental function of the 
consular officers. Under his direc- 
tion they systematized the gather- 
ing of trade information in foreign 
countries and transmitted it to 
Washington, where it was made 
available to the commercial . public 
through published reports § and 
through replies to individual in- 
quiries. 

Inasmuch as commercial attachés 
are not burdened with the heavy 
administrative routine of the con- 
suls, they have been able to con- 
centrate. more effectively on the 
study of commercial problems, to- 
gether with their political implica- 
tions. Travelers who have had con- 
tact with them as well as with the 
other attachés in our legations and 
embassies have been struck with 
their high level of intelligence. 
When comparisons have been made 
between the representatives of the 
two departments, the result has 
usually been in favor of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. — 

Mr. HOOVER’S great personal inter- 
est in this work is one ofthe rea- 
sons why his friends have hoped that 
he will give vigorous support to the 
reorganization of our entire foreign 
representation. Not only is it neces- 
sary to obtain men of greater force 
and intellectual quality for the for- 
eign service, but it is desirable to 
bring about a greater degree of coop- 
eration between various government 
representatives than has existed up 
to the present. In France, for exam- 
ple, we have not only diplomatic sec- 
retaries and consuls, but military 
attachés, naval attachés, commercial 
attachés, and representatives of the 
Treasury and the Agriculture De- 
partments. Better coordination of 
their work would be of value to all 
concerned. Certainly the young 
diplomatic secretaries would profit 
from a more thorough knowledge of 
the studies being made by the com- 
mercial attachés. 

The work of the latter has been 
especially:significant in recent years 
because of the ever closer interrela- 
tion of commerce and politics. There 
are not only questions of tariff and 
markets, and of trade groups which 
seek to control prices and to restrict 
foreign competition, but technical 
aspects of such problems as repara- 
tions and the war debts which have 
a direct relation to international 
politics. On'all of these matters the 
American public is still imperfectly 
informed, It-is satisfactory to know 
that at least one branch of the gov- 
ernment is making a special effort 
to study them comprehensively, 


COCA-COLA IN HISTORY. 


Some time a _ studious historian 
searching for the occasions and 
causes of the prohibition era in the 
United States will pen an interest- 
ing paragraph about the “soft” 
drink called coca-cola during the 
three decades when the late ASA 
GRIGGS CANDLER was manufacturing 
it. For twenty years he and his 
beverage were the centre of a con- 
troversy in the. South which. had 
sociological and political as well as 
pharmaceutical phases. Until the 
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CANDLER 1 ght ‘the 
iicign sr eet, 
trial mind ‘to its: riibiiomtye ek 
‘business © grew to a ‘point | ‘where 
‘every little drug store put in a _foun- 
tain from which to serve the’ aerated 
syrup from Atlanta, When. thé local- 
‘option movement became formida- 


were advised by worthy members of 
the community—artfully stimulated 
by advertising—to find in.the bur- 
guidy-colored depths of: coca-cola a 
stimulant as strong as alcohol and 
free from harmful effects. Consump- 
tion of the drink in the South reached 
such a point that brewers and dis- 
tillers became alarmed and; spurred 
on by Mr. CANDLER’S public and sub- 
stantial support of the prohibition 
movement, spread: the word that his 
soft drink contained a harmful drug. 
For years the controversy raged. 
Every small town was divided into 
two camps.. The pure-food authori- 
ties. took a hand, Old gentlemen, sip- 
ping their juleps, thundered against 
introducing the Atlanta liquid into 
the youthful stomach.. Earnest 
churchwomen defended it, drank it 
and spoke from pulpits of its inno- 
cence in contrast with beer and rum. 
Adventurous youths and some re- 
formed topers discovered ways of 
“ livening it up,” and village doctors 
took’ a hand in the argument., In 
many Southern towns there were 
groups of “ sanctified” people who 
ascribed both alcohol and coca-cola 
to Satan. Through the late ’90s and 
well past the first decade of this 
century the battle endured, and its 
advertising results made Mr. CAND- 
LER a multi-millionaire. A great deal 
of. his. money. he subscribed to. the 
enemies of rum in the evangelical 
churches. Local and county: option, 
and finally State-wide prohibition, 
came to the coca-cola belt; and then 
the Webb-Kenyon act forbidding the 
shipment of liquors into dry terri- 
tory made coca-cola supreme, For- 
eign tourists in the South, familiar 
with ginger-beer, marveled at the 
peculiar American thirst for it. 
About the year when nation-wide 
prohibition. came into effect Mr. 
CANDLER sold his holdings in the 
company to an Eastern corporation, 
and the beverage which had so 
stirred the South, filled roadsides 
and railway rights-of-way with sign- 
boards and enriched many churches 
gently took its place in Big Busi- 
ness, where it now is. But sociolo- 
gists, if so minded, can still find in 
the small Southern towns sad-eyed 
gentlemen about the Square who 
will ascribe to Mr. CANDLER and his 
soft drink chief responsibility for the 
outlawry of Bacchus and Gambrinus. 


PUNS IN THE THEATRE. 


Very severe highbrows have a 
way of condemning the humble pun 
with such force that when they come 
to consider SHAKESPEARE they are 
put to it how to save their’ faces. 
Professor LOUNSBURY called it ‘‘ that 
“Jowest form of intellectual deprav- 
“ity,” and admitted with sorrow 
that “in an age when most men 
“were vicious, SHAKESPEARE was 
“the most vicious of all.” BRANDER 
MATTHEWS wrote: “We should be 
“ glad to believe that SHAKESPEARE 
“had a keener sense of artistic pro- 
“ priety than these things reveal.” 

Instead of putting all puns at the 
foundation of what ‘is bad in wit, 
critics should consider that, like 
men, puns are various. It is dan- 
gerous to generalize about them. A 
neat play on words, especially when 
it appears to be spontaneous, is not 
necessarily worthless intellectually. 
In the theatre it evokes more laugh- 
ter than higher forms of wit, and 
when it is unexpected it doubles in 
value. 

Several of our modern playwrights 
with moderately successful plays on 
Broadway have introduced puns 
with excellent effect. In some curi- 
ous way they give the light, thin 
dramas a touch of robustness. Their 
very vulgarity hints that here is a 
slight comedy which has more body 
than one would at first suspect. 
Perhaps the revue jokesmiths have 
a subconscious idea of this sort when 
they labor painfully to stick puns 
into the “‘ book.” In one show now 
doing good business there is such a 
succession of these manufactured 
quips that one blushes for the shame- 
less author. The actors do not seem 
to mind saying their dreadful lines— 
those of the comedian, for example, 
who struggles wordily with his com- 
panion for five minutes before com-~ 
ing to the sad joke that he is a 
chiropractic baritone because he 
sings in all the joints. Such worked- 
up puns are almost reason enough 
for casting all into disrepute. 

In The London Times recently 
ALLARDYCE NICOLL produced some 
dramatic puns he had dug out’ of 
plays of the ’80s. They are frankly 
what they are, but they do not give 


that uncomfortable sense of being | 


brought forth with an effort worthy 
of something. better. There is the 
song of Orpheus in “‘ Olympic Devils; 
or Orpheus and Eurydice ”: 
Voulez-vous danser, while I play, 
Trees make bows and stump away, 
Lawns und meadows dance the hay, 

And rocks to reel are fam, Sir? 
Rivers join the country dance, 
Streamlets in quad-rills advance, 
Fountains cool

Naval engi- 
neers connected with the Bureau of 
Aeronautics have cooperated in per- 
fecting the air-cooled engine, which 
is now almost universally adopted 
by commercial aviation in the United 
States. 

Both in the navy and out of it 
Admiral MoFFeTT’s retirement would 
have been considered a setback for 
aviation. His reappointment will be 
all the more heartily welcomed as

Americans have ac- 
cepted the low-ceiled rooms of the 
modern apartment. as a necessary 
evil, .due. to , ever-increasing land 
values, and certainly not so hygienic 
as the old-fashioned rooms with 
twelve and fifteen foot ceilings. But 
the verdict of British architects and 
builders seems to favor low ceilings. 

They say that with the present-day 
fashion of continually airing rooms 
a large, high-ceiled room is not 
necessary for proper -ventilation. 
‘Dead’? air in the upper part of a 
room: may~-eyen be, harmful. Light- 
ing experts bolster up the argument 
by stating that.a ceiling level with 
the tops of the windows reflects 
more daylight than lofty ceilings, 
especially if the ceiling is painted 
white or a very light color. 

All this sounds much like justifying 
a condition after it has already be- 
come established. If economic con- 
ditions force.low ceilings upon us 
let the experts téach us to like and 
approve them. 

The unconvinced may still protest. 
In these new low rooms windows 
must reach from ceiling to floor to 
provide sufficient light and ‘air. Nu- 
merous cases of people accidentally 
falling. out.of windows when they 
meant only to lean out for a breath 
of fresh air are no doubt due to this 
fact. As a life-saving measure, high- 
er windows (and ceilings) are clear- 
ly .indicated—unless architects pre- 


scribe’ safety railings or landing nets.

THE.NARROWS TUNNEL. 


Great Benefit Is Seen in Avoidance 
of City Street Congestion. 
To the Editor of. The New York Times: 

The Narrows tunnel, just approved 
by the Board of Estimate, should 
have a wholesome. effect. of decen- 
tralization as far as shipping is con- 
cerned. It will lessen both land con- 
gestion and harbor congestion. Its 
Brooklyn entrance will be .close to 
the docking place of the new German 
vessels, Bremen and Europa, which 





are to dock at Pier.4 late in the Sum- h 


mer.- This pier is at the foot of 


,|Fifty-eighth Street, Brooklyn. 


Passengers from these and other 
ships that use South Brooklyn will be 
able to get into buses or pleasure 
cars and arrive quickly at Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and other. Southern 
and Western points without passing 
through Manhattan Island at all. 

The tunnel also has.a shipping in- 
terest in that it will enable cargoes 
from all ships that use piers in South 
Brooklyn to be shipped by truck to 
the South, getting them quickly out 


of New York. The trucks that carry@ 


these cargoes will thus add to the 
congestion of neither Manhattan nor 
Brooklyn. 

The great number of business. and 
pleasure cars that céme and go from 
the Brooklyn docks is not generally 
known. About a third of this coun- 
try’s commerce is said to be handled 
over Brooklyn piers.: 

Parking space for 2,000 cars has 
been provided on the lower deck of 
the pier that will be used by the new 
German ships. 

Moreover, any one who visits the 
Brooklyn docks on a busy weekday 
morning cannot but form the impres- 
sion that a very large proportion of 
the heavy commercial trucks in the 
city come to Brooklyn piers daily. 
They find their way in‘and out of 
South Brooklyn by the Brooklyn- 
Jersey ferry, the Staten Island fer- 
ries and the East River bridges. The 
Narrows tunnel will provide them 
with quicker access to many sections 
of the metropolitan area. It will ob- 
viate the necessity of driving through

the even more. crowded streets of 
Manhattan. 

The tunnel will also serve to give 
passenger ships further encourage- 
ment to dock in South Brooklyn, in- 
stead of ‘at piers along the over- 
crowded Hudson River.

“The ‘resulting cooperation,’’ he 
continued, “‘might or might not be 
spontaneous, and might at first be 
an ‘ad hoc’ world-wide activity not 
inherent in the League of Nations, 
although. germane to its. purposes. 
One ofits first consequences un- 
doubtedly would be that of making 
neutrality under the assumed circum- 
stances immoral.

Frank .S. Katzenbach, who ran un- 
successfully for the Governorship .of 
New Jersey on the Democratic ticket 
in 1906 against J. Franklin Fort, had 
been a Supreme ne a Justice in his 
State’ since June 1, 1920.

Finch Wanted Helfand Appoltited. 


Mr. Finch testified yesterday that 
Helfand had been attorney for the 
receiyer in a creditors’ suit in 1924 
against the Moisant Ozanize Water 
Company. The witness said he him- 
self, the. :principal creditor, had 
requested WHelfand’s appointment, 
which had been made by Federal 
Judge Learned Hand. He denied he 
had received $300 a month as man- 
ager for the receiver. 

On May 17, 1928, Mr. “Finch ee 
serted, Judge Winslow removed the | 
receiver,; a Mr. Rodmdn, and ap- 
pointed in his stead Edward R. Stitt. 
Mr. Finch said he withdrew after 
this had been done, but not because | 
Stitt had put him out. He added 
that Helfand had remained as attor- | 
ney for the receiver. lt 

Mr. Finch testified he had pre- 
pared papers in two suits to collect 
damages from the Equitable Build- 
ing Corporation, one in ‘the Federal 
courts involving $100,000, and one in 
the State courts in which $50,000 had 
been involvsd.

Clue Obtained’ by ‘Telephone. 
‘About 4-P. M...Kohbler, .who -had 
been vainly trying.to allay. his wife’s 
fear by assuring her that Ethel 
probably had spent the night at the 


home of some’ friend,. ‘suggested that 
they look* through her address book 
and call:some of the numbers listed 
~ it. in .the hope of. tracing her. 
eb Kohler assented,. got the bock, 
selected a number under the name 
Keating and‘ Kohler called it. 

To the person who answered - the 
telephone Kohler explained that he 
was. seeking information. regarding 
his missing daughter. 

“There has been some. trouble 
here,’’. came. back ‘the reply. ‘‘Per- 
haps you had better come: here per- 
sonally.’’ Kohler hastened to the 
address: he had been given; 104 West 
Seventy-sixth Street. .A. policeman 
was standing. in a, doorway of a 
third floor room. ‘‘Has there’* been 
an accident here?’’

Pair Dead in Bathroom.

A small calibre automatic 
pistol was clutched in his right hand. 
He was Thomas Cronas, 32 years old, 
formerly one of the proprietors of 
the Telonis Restaurant at 1,941 
dway, and said to have been 
suiploved recently in the Savarin 
Restaurant at 120 Broadway. 

The bodies. had been aaovered by 
Mrs. .Jennie Kinnunin, landlady, 
when she went to clean up Cronas’s 
room, The position of Miss Kohler’s 
body indicated that. she had been 
shot while crouching in a corner of 
the bathroom pleading for her life. 
A note written by Cronas and left on 
a table in. the bedroom apparently 
was written after the murder.

‘This is the Lou that has been tak- |, 
ing out Ethel since I came back from 
the: South, But she glorified in hu- 
miliating me and hurting me from 
time to time.

Prices, gave a fillip to steel and cop- 
per shares on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday, and while the advances 
were not wide ones and did not by 
iy means extend throughout the 
entire list, nevertheless the market 
had none of the weakness and ir- 
regularity which have characterized 
it for more than a ‘week. The 
tangled money situation continues 
uppermost, although Wall Street ap- 
peared to take a more complacent 
view of the situation yesterday than | ¥25 
on any previous day this week. De-|: 
spite the drop of the call rate from 
7 per cent to 6 in the final hour of 
trading, it cannot be said that money 
conditions have changed at all. The 
influx of new money, which caused 
this reduction, was naturally at- 
tributed to the segregation of funds 
which will promptly come out of the 
market on Friday and be used for 
income tax payments. 

In considering the money problem, 
bankers are watching the time rates 
with more interest. and a greater 
degree of anxiety than the more 
volatile call rates. Short date time 
money was quoted nominally in the 
New York market at 8 per cent; al- 
though there was no evidence of any 
considerable amount of business be- 
ing done at that figure. Neverthe- 
less, except for the abnormal strin- 
gency which has occurred at year- 
ends, this constitutes the highest es- 
tablished rate demanded for time 
money since 1920. It may he re- 
marked that the money situation cer- 
tainly cannot be characterized as a 
normal one so long' as such an ex- 
tremely high return is demanded for 
funds put out for stated periods. 
Nor does this figure jibe with loans 
being made daily in other sections of 
the country. 

The weekly reports of the iron and 
steel journals were more optimistic 
about the immediate future of the in- 
dustry than at any time this year, 
although it is noted that the peak 
production of the year now is being 
approached. The Iron Trade Review 
said that ‘‘February’s record of pro- 
ducing more steel per day than any 
other month in history seems des- 
tined to stand only until statistics for 
March are compiled. Operations have 
expanded further, to practical ca- 
pacity, and are now moderately in 
excess of February’s peak.’? The 
Iron Age remarked that “buyers 
have low stocks and their concern 
about deliveries is reflected in heavy 
commitments with the mills.’’ 

This cheerful news, coupled with 
advices from motor centres that, 
with one or two exceptions, leading 
manufacturers are operating their 
plants at capacity and that the first 
quarter of the year will probably 
show new high marks in total out- 
put, quite naturally, had an effect 
on a stock market which has been 
casting about for some sort of a con- 
structive development to offset ‘un- 
settlement caused by money difficul- 
ties. The gains in active stocks 
ranged from a point or so to as much 
as ten. The market’s best attri- 
bute at the moment is its continued 
quietness. Sales yesterday were 
3,330,050 shares, which may be 
termed a small market for these days 
and reflecting good evidence that 
stocks are not being pressed for sale. 

Sterling continues to hold its ad- 
vantage, gained in the rise in the 
first two days this week, although at 
times yesterday the rate showed a 
tendency to weaken. At the close, 
however, it was unchanged at 
$4.85%« for cables. The danger of gold 
loss by the Bank of England to New 
York appears to have been removed, 
at least temporarily.

Sterling Supported Abroad. 

Sterling exchange appeared. yester- 
day to be receiving considerable sup- 
port in London, with only a moderate 
volume of business taking place on 
this side of the ocean. The lower 
money rates in New York in the last 
two days had had a favorable effect 
on sterling, but there seemed in ad- 
dition to be active support in London.

Same Cut In Insufance, Promised, as 
\Condition of’Streets Is Shown 
to Be Improved. 


Reductions in fire insurance rates 
for some sections in Queens were an- 
nounced yesterday by Albert Con- 
way, State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, as a result of a survey made 
by the State Insurance Department 
in conjunction with the New York 
Fire Insurance Rating Organization 
and representatives of the.communi- 
ties affected: ‘High rates prevailing: 
prior to this time were due to the 
difficulty which fire apparatus has 
in reaching the sections, together 
with the mass construction of frame 
dwellings. 

The item of 10 cents for unpavea 
streets included in the rate of 45 to 
50 cents at present charged for each 
$100 of insurance a year in Hollis 
has been eliminated. The same 
charge has been dropped’ also’ in 
Queens Village with the exception of 
the, territory bounded by Hillside 
Avenue and Ninety-second Avenue, 
between 213th Street and Springfield 
Boulevard. Similar treatment was 
accorded that section of. Creedmoor 
from Eighty-seventh Avenue to Hill- 
side Avenue between 24ist Street 
and 244th Street. 

This reduction, which was made 
retroactive to Feb. 11, the date of 
the hearing before Superintendent 
Conway on this subject amounts to 
from 20 to 22 per cent of the present 
rate charged in the territories: The 
reduction affects approximately one- 
half of the Queens area previously 
penalized for inaccessibility. 

The New York Fire Insurance Rat- 
ing Organization has agreed to af- 
ford prompt relief to other areas in 
Queens as soon as street conditions 
in them are improved. Their resi- 
dents may apply direct to the Rat- 
ing Organization at such times and 
Superintendent Conway has given 
assurance that he will cooperate 
with them if relief is not afforded 
through that channel. 

Assuming an average coverage of 
$10,000 on buildings and contents, 
the reduction will amount to $25 to 
each owner on the customary three- 
year policy. Approximately 8,000 
dwellings are affected.

SOVIETS TO USE FERTILIZER. 


Nitrogen Engineering Corporation to 
Help Build $10,000,000 Plant. 


The Nitrogen Engineering Corpora- 
tion of New York has made a ten- 
year contract with the Soviet’ Gov- 
ernment to assist in the construc- 
tion and operation of a $10,000,000 
factory to produce synthetic am- 
monia fertilizer, Saul G. Bron, chair- 
man of the. board of the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation, announced yes- 
terday. To increase the productivity 
of the soil in Russia, Mr. Bron said, 
the Soviet Government has decided 
to construct several fertilizer fac- 
tories. 

“The big problem in Russia to- 
day,’’ Mr. Bron said, ‘‘is to increase 
the output of agriculture at a suf- 
ficiently rapid rate. This can best 
be accomplished by increasing the 
yield per acre, which is very low, 
rather than by expanding the area 
under cultivation. The government’s 
program provides not only for the 
construction of factories to produce 
synthetic fertilizers, but also for the 
development of large recently dis- 
covered potash deposits in the Urals. 
Production of fertilizers will be in- 
creased from 300,000 tons last year 
to 5,000,000 tons by 1933.’’

From’ Unknown. Donor.

Foreign exchanges showed a good 
undertone yesterday and on top of 
Tuesday’s buoyant market picked up 
some good size gains for the leading 
currencies.

With the current rate of output 
clese to the practical capacity of 
stcel furnaces, March is expected to 
set new recéfds;in the industry for 
both monthly and average daily pro- 
duction, according to.the weekly re- 
views of the iron and steel trade. 
The daily average production in Feb- 
ruery, established a record; it ir 
pointed out, but operations have 
since expanded further, Continuance 
of this record gait through March 
and probably well into April is con- 
sidered assured. 

Pressure on the mills continues to 
increase ‘and .production of finished 
material is being handicapped by a 
shortage of semi-finished steel, it is 


In the Valleys, the dearth 
of steel has caused interruptions in

cago an u eavy deman 

for plates for railroad cars and elec- 
trically welded pipe has not only af- 
fected adversely output of some other 
forms of. fi steel, notably 
sheets, but “has caused an overflow 
of plate tonnage to mills further east. 

The Iron oD market summary is 


in part as 

“Despite the teoerin tenseness of 
the market situation, there is no 
evidence that consumer operations 
have suffered because of a lack of 
steel. Buyers, however, have low 
stocks and their concern about de- 
liveries is reflected in heavy commit- 
ments with the mills. While some 
contracts have been closed at. re- 
cently announced advances, present 
obligations on mill books, in many in- 
stances, will partly take care of sec- 
ond quarter requirements. 

“‘Some producers have permitted 
consumers to over-specify against 
contracts at current prices, and ths 
has further. swelled mill backlogs. 
Extended deliveries in certain prod- 
ucts have caused buyers to become 
more dependent on warehouses for 
lots of prompt material to round out 
their supplies. 

‘Among consuming lines the au- 
tomotive industry again stands out 
because of further gains in its steel 
requirements 

‘“‘Another steel consuming line that 
is unusually active is machine too} 
manufacture. Production in nearly 
all machine tool plants has reached 
the limit of available man power, 
and several large tool makers report 
bookings so far this year double those 
for the same period in 1928. Orders 
in February were the largest for any 
month since the boom of 1919-1920, 
and unfilled business on March 1 was 
equivalent to.more than sixty days 
of output.”’

WORLD STEEL EXPORTS 
AT NEW HIGH RECORD 


National Foreign Trade Council 
Reports 21 P. C. of Output of 
Leading Countries Shipped. 





With exports of steel reaching a 
new high record, 27 per cent above 
the pre-war trade in this commodity, 


and with the world’s .export trade 
increasing more than $1,000,000.000 
last year, post-war economic rehabili- 
tation became a séttled fact in 1928, 
according to the National Foreign 
Trade Council. 

Following the war, steel exports 
throughout the world did not equal 
the volume of 1913 until 1926, the 
council reports. In the last two years, 
however, the trade has recovered 
some of the ground lost through the 
interruption of its normal expansion. 
The five principal steel producers— 
Germany, France, Belgium-Luxem- 
burg, Great Britain and the United 
States—last year exported about 21 
pee Pw yt of their joint output of 100,- 

ns. 

barr hae outstanding evidence that 
steel is back again on the road of 
progress,’’ the council says, ‘‘indi- 
cates that the thousand and one in- 
dustries it serves ali over the world 
have resumed their steady growth. It 
means that more rails are being laid, 
more bridges built, more factories 
being renewed and _ reconditioned, 
more buildings erected, and an in- 
finite variety of additional commodi- 
ties are being made. 

“Steel ex: meg of the five principal 
producers 1913 totaled 17,050, 
tons. In 1926 this figure was reached 
and exceeded with a joint export of 
17,910,000 tons.

Directors of Former Bank Meet, 
bat No Action Is Taken on 
Proposed Merger. 


The situation surrounding plans for 
a merger of the Chase National 
Bank and the Bank of America re- 
mained ges oo yesterday, execu- 
tives of both institutions declaring 
there was nothing to announce, 
Chase directors held their weekly 
meeting, but it was said the merger 
subject did not come up. 

Stock of the Bank of America, 
which had been bid up sharply in the 
last few days as a result of the 
merger reports, was sold rather 
heavily in the unlisted securities 
market and closed with a net decline 
of $26 a share. Early in the day the 
stock sold above $280 a s Ee but 
the final quotation was $248 bid, $256 
asked, against $274 bid, $278 Saeed on 
Tuesday. In some quarters the sell- 
ing was attributed to the idea that 
the conversations regarding a merg- 
er had fallen through, but so far as 
could be learned there has been no 


hitch. 

In’ bank stock trading circles, it 
d-was: still expected that the merger 
would be concluded and that the 
Chase bank would either exchange 
one’of its shares for four of Bank of 
America or else split up its stock 
four. for one and then arrange a 
share for share exchange. Stock of 
the Chase was quoted at $1,130 bid, 
$1,140 ‘asked, ex dividend, about the 
eanivalent of. the previous day’s 


arte doubt that control of the Bank 
of America rests with the Trans-

Alexander. Stein; a Jawyer who 
helped ‘arrange the contract. for a 
minimum of ' {000 worth. “of | 
housing to be built by the Longacre 
Construction Company’ ‘in’ "Moscow; 
announced yesterday that: engineers 
and technical advisers who returned 
with him from Russia’ ‘on Tuesday 
would go back.to. Russia late this. 
month with engineers and American 
in April, he said. 


Mr. Stein, who was. interviewed at nd 


the law office of Kotzen, Mann, Louis 
& Siegel, 51 Chambers Street, said 
the city of Moscow -has..appropriated 
$100,000,000..a year for. an indefinite 
number of years for housing. The 
national appropriation for a five-year 
period, he added, was $1,500,000,000. 

The work in Moscow of the Long- 
acre company, according to © Mr. 
Stein, will be under. the direction of 
Gail Brown, with a staff of technical 
advisers and engineers, who will in- 
troduce American methods of» mass 
production. 

“During our stay in Russia,” said 
Mr. Stein; “the officers of the Long- 
acre Construction Company estab- 
lished a school, where hunnreds of en- 
gineers from various parts of Russia 
listened to lectures on American con- 
struction methods. George H. Thom- 
as, vice president of the company, 
who is assembling a staff of engi- 
neers and mechanics for the Moscow 
undertaking, a well. as. others, in- 
cluding J Soman, technician, 
took part in ‘the léctures. The Rus- 
sian engineers were very much inter- 
ested in American methods, for Amer- 
ican efficiency has become a fetish in 
Russia. 

“Russia's problem of production 
will —- be solved by American 
efficiency methods as a matter of 
economic necessity, because Russia, 
with a population of ‘over 150,000,- 
000, eager and anxious to acquire and 
enjoy everything that American prog- 
ress, genius and civilization has pro- 
duced, is too good and too large a 
customer to be totally ignored and 
furnishes too large a demand for our 
surplus production and capital not to 
be considered seriously. Her tremen- 
dous natural resources, together with 
her enormous wealth-producing popu- 
lation, is the best security any coun- 

ry can be expected to offer to her 
creditors: 

‘‘Paradoxical as it may seem, it will 
take American capital to reconstruct 
Soviet Russia, and it will take Soviet 
Russia to furnish the largest outlet 
for the activities of American capi- 
tal. While Russia is not prepared to 
take another rebuke, and will there- 
fore probably refrain from approach- 
ing America again on the question 
of recognition, it is nevertheless an 
open secret that Russia would go the 
limit to obtain such recognition. 
Neither does Russia conceal her ar- 
dent hope and desire that the diplo- 
mats of the present Washington Ad- 
ministration will succeed in finding a 
formula whereby the ostensible dif- 
ferences between the two countries 
may be adjusted and their friend- 
ship again be resumed.’’

Strong Opening on Exchange Here 
Is Followed by. Declines. 


After opening strong and .advanc- 
ing 20 points before noon the pig 
tin futures market declined during 
the afternoon and closing prices 
were unchanged from the previous 
close, with the exception of the 
March position, which was nominally 
5 points higher.

Le Bautillier ‘gays 
Electrification Program will 
Speed Foodstuft“Fraffic. 


Outlining plans for the improve- 
ment: of the west side by’ relocation 
of railroad tracks; Patrick BE. Crow- 
ley, president of the New York Cen- 
tral Lines, told members of the Mer- 
chants’ Association at.a luncheon at 
the Hotel Astor yesterday that his 
company was prepared to spend 
‘many, many millions’ on a project 
which would prove more valuable to 
the city than to the railroad. 
Mr. Crowley, J. J. Pelley, newly 
elected president of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
and George Le Boutillier, vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
were introduced by Lincoln Crom- 
well, first vice president of the as- 
sociation, who explained that “ved 
had “been invited to discuss “‘ - 
roads—the Arteries of Business.”’ 

Mr. Pelley, who. assumed his office 
only three weeks’ ago, said he was 
so unfamiliar with local conditions 
that he would say nothing ‘‘at ‘the 
risk of being considered an ignora- 
mus, rather than open my mouth 
and remove all doubt.’”” Mr. Le 
Boutillier told of the $100,000,000 
electrification program of the Pénn- 
sylvania, while Mr. Crowley took oc- 
casion ‘to deny charges of William 
Bullock, chairman of the City Af- 
fairs Bureau of the New York Coun- 
ty Republican Committee, who said 
recently that the New. York .Central 
was conspiring: with the city. admin- 
istration to ‘‘grab’’.a large tract of 
land west of Riverside Park. 


Tells of Effort to Clear Streets. 


After explaining. that for many 
years the company had been trying 
to end the operation of trains upon 


the surface of the streets so that 
the streets might be ‘‘used for their 
proper purposes as streets,’’ Mr. 
Crowley said: 

“The plans now provide for a num- 
ber of railroad tracks west of the 
old location, south of 145th Street. A 
large part of the property — 
which these tracks are located 
been owned by the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company for more. 
than forty years. Other portions of 
it were acquired by it between fif- 
teen and twenty years ago. If there 
is any grab the railroad is grabbing 
its own property.) 

In closing r. Crowley made a 
plea for ‘‘cooperation of the Mer- 
chants’ Association with the city au- 
thorities and the railroad in the ef- 
forts now being made to bring this 

roblem of so many.years’ standing 
© a satisfactory conclusion. 


Electric Trains. to Speed Service. . 
Mr. Le Boutillier, discussing the 
gigantic problem of bringing fresh 
fruit and vegetables to the metro- 


politan area, said that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad’s electrification pro- 
gram, ‘‘exceeding in. magnitude. and 
importance any like project ever un- 
dertaken in this country,’’ when fin- 
ished would enable a reduction in 
the number of train units, increase 
9 and give more expeditious ser- 
vice 


“‘We are preparing also,’? he con- 
tinued, ‘‘for an extensive ocean-to- 
rail terminal at Jersey City, which, 
with a tremendous warehouse and 
cold storage, will be the most com- 
plete of its kind in the district.” 

As an illustration of the volume of 


perishable freight handled in New| ¥ 


York, Mr. Le Boutillier described 
the perishable merchandise terminal 
at Piers 27, 28 and 29 which were 
opened in 1927. These piers, provid- 
ing ten acres of floor. space, have 
sufficient capacity to splay the 
contents of 750 cars simultaneously, 
without interfering with the move- 
ment of trucks, he said. Last year, 
he added, the road handled 57,000 
carloads of perishable’ provisions. 


REPEATS CHARGES OF “GRAB.” 


Bullock Says Crowley Failed to 
Disprove West Side Accusation. 


William Bullock, Director of the 
City Affairs Bureau of the Republi- 
can County Committee, issued a 
statement last night saying that 


“facts of official record reveal the 
New York Central Railroad and the 
city administration standing allies 
together against the city’s interest.” 

Mr. Bullock accused the city of 
showing favoritism to the railroad. 
He contended that land along River- 
side Park, between 135th and 148th 
Streets, included in the west side 
improvement, is city-owned but is 
‘‘held in part illegally by the railroad 
at present,’ and it is planned to use 
it as a freight yard. 

Asserting that President Crowley 
of the New York Central ‘‘fails to 
explain away the charge that a grab 
of city land along Riverside Park is 
included in the so-called new west 
side improvement scheme,’’ Mr. Bul- 
lock declared that ‘‘the facts in the 
case are too much for Mr. Crowley, 
just as they.are for. Mayor Walker, 
whose answer has been rack- 
ing and generalization.” 

In 1927, Mr. ‘Bullock continued, 
Aldermanic President McKee. and 
Borough President Miller ‘‘found the 
New York Central attempting to 
take 8.7 city acres which they held 
should be ‘dedicated to park pur- 
poses.’ ”’ 

“By the new west side scheme,’’ 
Mr. Bullock said, ‘‘the railroad now 
is to get eight city acres more. A 
freight yard is to cut across this city 
property in front of Riverside Park, 
from 135th to 148th Streets. 

‘‘President Crowley makes no men- 
tion of the fact that the area in- 
volved in this sixteen-acre b has 
no place in the new west side plan. 

The McKee-Miller report said 
there had been a ‘general disregard 
of the: rights of the city.’ There is 
more than a general disregard of the 
city’s rights at present and respon- 
sibility rests on Mayor Walker and 
the Board of Estimate.”’

Sails for Havana on Saturday | 
> for Her Last Trip of the 
Present Season. 


RETURNS TO HER OLD RUN 


General Manager of Cunard Line} 


- Says Venture Was a Success— 
* Future Plans in Doubt. 


The Cunard liner Caronia will gail, 
Saturday on her last trip of the sea- 
son in the Havana service, and will 
sail again one week later for Europe, 
returning to her regular place in the 
Atlantic service. Whether she will 
be returned to the Havana service 
next year is uncertain. Harold P. 
Borer, general manager of the Cu- 
nard Line, said yesterday that the 
policy of the line would be deter- 
mined in the next few weeks. 

The first season has been success- 
ful, Mr. Borer said, as it had been a 
great success for all lines operating 
to the Winter resort. 

The final trip of the Caronia brings 
to a close one of the most important 
and most interesting controversies of 


shipping in many years. The Ward 
Line has béen the most important 
line serving the New York-Havana 
trade for many years, and the Cu- 
nard Line, professing to believe that 
the potential volume of traffic to 
Havana was held down because the 
Ward ships were not attractive to 
persons demanding luxury at sea, an- 
nounced last year that the Caronia 
would be taken from the Atlantic 
trade in the Winter and entered in 
the Havana run. 

This drew the fire of the Ward 
Line and of the United States. Ship- 
ping Board, on the ground that. the 
American ships were entitled to the 
New York-Havana trade. The Cu- 
nard Line held that since Cuba was a 
republic apart from the United States 
the New York-Havana run was inter- 
national and as clearly open to the 
ships of all nations as the North At- 
lantic. The Caronia was entered as 
scheduled and made her first run as 
. special New Year’s cruise of ten 

ays. 

Thereafter the Caronia continued 
a weekly service, leaving New York 
every Saturday, reaching Havana 
Tuesjay, and docking in New York 
on her return trip on Friday. When 
the Cunard Line first- broached the 
subject of a rival service to Ward 
officials it was agreed that the rates 
on the Caronia should be 10 per cent 
higher than those on the Ward ships. 
When the Ward Line took the matter 
to the Shipping Board and the pro- 
test of the board failed to force the 
Cunard Line out of the service, the 
Shipping Board authorized a further 
cut of 25 per cent. 

Realizing that the Caronia, a larger 
ship than the Ward ships, would at- 
tract the trade of persons desiring 
luxury, the Shipping Board assigned | 
the President Roosevelt of the United 

States Lines fleet, operating in the 
North Atlantic, to the Havana run. 
This ship also operated on a rate 
basis of 35 per cent below the ‘Cu- 
nard rate and soon showed an ability 
to outdistance her Cunard rival. The 
Caronia remained popular, however, 
and has had a successful season. 


GIRL’S GUARD REMOVED. 


Whalen Gets Word Ctub Hostess Is 
Not Wanted as ‘Walsh Witness. 


Chief of Police Kay of Coral Ga-

She 
added that she had been with Walsh 
in Coral Gables for two weeks before 
the shooting and had visited the 
room in the Biltmore Hotel in Coral 
Gables in which Walsh was shot at 
a gambling table by another gambler, 
ogag-r y the Coral Gables police 
to be Ed Wilson. 

“The ee whom I had as- 
signed guard the girl since she 
called here two days ago and told her 
story,’”’ said the Commissioner, ‘‘has 
been withdrawn, and we no longer 
are interested in her statement, be- 
cause she has given us no informa- 
tion which would be helpful in the 
Rothstein murder. I have ordered 
a transcript made of her statement, 
however, and this I shall send to the 
Sheriff in Coral Gables for his pos- 
sible use in the Walsh murder.’’
